In the gost-bellum period Canada 
will need as much real production as 
It can manage. Farming ought to 
have a big stimulus. There are only 
two ways of bringing up our output 
—to bring in trained farmers, or to 
educate green settlers. The release of 
our own large armies and immigra- 
tion of British ex-soldiers will give 
us the raw material which ought to 
be turned to agricultural account. To 
Provide training facilities on inviting 
conditions and terms is to attract 
thousands of men who otherwise 
would drift about, scttling in the 
cities and towns when and how they 
could. The great obstacle to land 
settlement is ignorance of farm con- 
ditions—for farming is a_ technical 
trade, not a refuge for the failures of 
cther occupations, By all means, the 
opening of the door to settlement, 
through training and settling  facili- 
ties, ought to be as wide as possible 
for returning and immigrating  sol- 
diers.

A-Doctor and Red’Cross Nurse are 
Washing Grime from Children 


A travelling bathtub, manned: by a 
Yankee doctof and a Red Cross 
nurse, is on its way through the dev- 
astated district around Nesle, France, 
serving destitute and dirty little war 
babies, These youngsters are refu- 
: ee from: French villagés*st;¥> under 
‘German fire. “Their crying need is 
soap, coup and* soothing syrup, A 
French cable from Major Murphy to 
the Red Cross described the start of 
the tub’s trip: 

“A dispensary and shower bath on 

motor car chassis started through 
the ruined region around Nesle in 
charge of Dr. John C. Baldwin of 
Johns Hopkins at Baltimore and a 
nurse. They carried medical aid and 
soap to twelve hundred ufidernour- 
ished, unsmiling little French child- 
ren who swarm over a group of sev- 
en villages, clustered about Nesle, 
* “On one side of the car is a:seat 
for the nurse and one child. On the 
floor is the shower bath of shiny 
nickel to catch-the child’s eye. Warm 
water is poured into a wooden. tub 
and the child goes in, too. While 
the doctor pumps water through the 
shower the nurse scrubs. As_ the 
child. whitens the water blackens, At 
the finish the rubber shower tube is 
suddenly shifted to cold water and 
the bath’ ends with an unexpected 
douse, accompanied by screams and 
squeals,” 

The devastated and abandoned re- 
gions of France behind the lines 
which are* pushing the Boches back, 
the cable’ said, is‘overrun with the 
néglected little beings, filthy and wild 
beyond description. 

Another travelling tub has been 
ordered for Toul, and the French. in-

CANADA’S BUSINESS POSSIBILITIES 


A NATION 


WITH THE PRIDE 


OF AN EMPIRE 


Mr. Clinton B. Evans, Writing in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
Tells of the Wonderful Strides Made by Canada, and Admits 
The United States Can Learn Something From Her 


Among — distingvished American 
men of affairs who have recently 
visited Canada for the purpose of 


personally investigating the country’s 


prospects and opportunities is Mr. 
Clinton B, Evans, editor of “The 
Economist,” and Western editorial 


representatiye of the “Philadelphia 
Public Ledger.” In a recent article 
in the “Philadelphia Public Ledger” 
Mr. Evans has some things to say 
of Canada which makes interesting 
reading? 

“Purpose and other ; combination 
of effort have achicyed wonders with 
seeming )' small material other than 
that which nature has provided, The 
bank de) »sits of Canada are ‘about 
the samé as those of the one city of 
Chicago, that is, $1,500,000,000° and 
yet within a generation a huge wild 
aggregation of mountain plain and 
river has been set up among the na- 
tions with its 3,700 miles from At- 
lantic to. Pacific. A’ government 
which conceives its duty to be the 
promotion of the people’s interests, 
a railroad company which “spans the 
world” with rail and steamship, a 
population with the vigor and ambi- 
tion of pioneers, a tradition that runs 
its trail back to the days of Charles 
the Second, over the history of the 
Hudson’s Bay company—these are 
some of the potencies that have giv- 
en a colony the pride of an empire. 

“Then Canada has two rich uncles. 
More of a favorite with British in- 
vestots than India or Australia. has 
been this stretch of the Western 
fTemisphere, and the United States 
has turned in its funds freely. It is 
not merely that the Canadian Pacific 
was largely constructed with money 
from these sources and that huge and 
beautiful hotels were built. A coun- 
try that raises prize wheat on the 
fifty-ninth parallel, that is more than 
1,100 miles north of Chicago, that 
claims one-seventh of the known coal 
deposits of the world in the province 
of Alberta alone, that has untold 
mineral wealth in its mountains, does 
not appeal in vain to the owners of 
investible capital. For temporary ac- 
commodation, as well as large loans, 
the United States is handy. Bank- 
ing relations are close and liberal 
balances are carried in American 
cities. There will be a stronger in- 
vitation than ever to the capital of 
the States now that so great an ov- 
erstrain has been placed on the re- 
sources of London, In small sums, 
too, Nmniety per cent. of. the tourist 
travel in normal Years is American, 

“Tt. seems all very American in 
spite of some. British architecture in 
the cities, the Scotch brogue every- 
where and the French in the eastern 
provinces, Relations with our north- 
ernmost towns—St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Seattle—are close. “The 
States” are not foreign. 

“The United States, notably Chi- 
cago, can learn something from the 
néw Canada. Winnipeg claims to 
handle more wheat than any other 
point on this continent. Meats will 
come next. The tendency is to lo- 
cate all these industries at points far 
outlying from Chicago. But the 
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stringent invitation is in cheap lands 
and the vigor ‘of a northern popula- 
tion, It will be a healthy competition 
with our people, who perhaps are too 
content with their prosperous lot. 


A Host in Himself 


The Fearless Bravery of a~-British 
Officer 


So many stories of heroism and 
courage are flashed over the cables 
as weck succeeds week in the Great 
War, that the record of the utmost 
daring that in the early days of the 
war would have received many co- 
lumns of merited publicity are to- 
day dismissed with little more than 
a- passing reference. Yet now and 
again some deed of brilliant daring 
rivets the attention of the jaded war 
reader, Such an: account is contain- 
ed in.a letter recently received from 
the front which tells of the fearless 
leadership and bravery of a British 
officer, 

“There had been some muddle 
about our orders,” writes this sol- 
dier, “or, at least the tactical situa- 
tion had not developed according to 
expectations, A subaltern was act- 
ing captain in command of our com- 
pany, but owing to the difficultics 
of the ground and a mass of enemy 
wire the deployment manocuvre had 
to be abandoned, This left the sub- 
altern with a sergeant and only five 
men. But this did not daunt him 
for he proceeded to carry out the at- 
tack with the tiny force available. 
So successful was the attack that the 
trench was captured and the enemy 
garrison was disposed of. But no 
sooner was their work completed 
than they were threatened with a 
strong counter-attack from the left 
front. This attack was successfully 
repulsed and during the operations 
the company ¢ommander assisted 
only by his orderly attacked and cap- 
tured an enemy machine gun and 
then turned it on his assailants, kill- 
ing many of them and driving many 
more into the hands of an adjoining 
British unit. 

“Not satisfied yet with his 
work the officer accompanied this 
time by a sergeant made a little 
sortie into the enemy lines and cap- 
tured a second machine gun, By this 
time the rest of the company, of 
which I was a member, had managed 
to get through the entanglements 
and we joined our captain and quick 
ly consolidated the position which 
that little band had won for us, 

The saddest part of all is that the 
officer was. killed by a sniper’s bu!- 
let a few days later.”

Through Barrage 


Only Method Left Them to Keep in 
Communication With Their 
Lines 


The French artillery barrage. fire 
has now been perfected to such a 
degree of density and intensity, that 
the Germans, in order to keep in 
communication with their lines back 
of the barrage have becn forced to 
adopt the expedient of enclosing 
their messages in a grenade or a 
shell and firing it through the bar- 
rage. 

In the early part. of the war the 
Germans used the system of runnin 
back field_telephones from the ad- 
vancing troops. When these ‘lines 
were constantly cut by shell fire, ef+ 
forts were made to run the lines un- 
derground, But her@ again the 
French high explosive wshells were 
developed to a degree where the lines 
could not be conveniently buried at a 
depth beyond their reach. 

Wireless telegraphy has since been 
tried by the Germans, together with 
low flying airplanes, while the use of 
individual soldiers who endeavored 
to run back through a barrage with 
messages came likewise to prove both 
too costly from the point. of view of 
human life and of uncertainty as to 
the evetitual arrival of ‘the message. 

Germany's new system of endeav- 
oring to.shoot back her communica- 
tions with trench mortars and’ trench 
cannon has only récently been hit 
upon, “The grenades or-shells. in 
which the messages are enclosed are 
referred to in the German orders as 
“Nachrichtongeschosse,” or «projec- 
tiles for messages. 

The “Melde Wurfgranten”. or mes- 
sage carrying bombs»are fired from 
the 1916 model of mechanical trench 
grenade throwers. This has. a range 
of about 600 yards and is counted 
tipon for maintaining commufication 
between the first line and the com- 
manders of battalions and regiments, 
who under the German system, al- 
ways téemain at the rear of the ad- 
vancing and fighting. troops. 

The second class used, the “Loichte 
Nachrichtenmine,” or message-carry- 
ing shells are to be fired from the 
“Minenwerfer” or trencly mortar for 
firing torpedoes. These have a range 
of about 1,300 yatds, dnd with them 
the Germans hope to keep upxtheir 
communications through the French 
barrage fires between the battalion 
and regimental commanders in the 
rear of the advancing troops, andthe 
artillery, brigade and divisional: head- 
quarters still farther to the rear. 

According to the German orders 
that have been found the distribution 
of these message-carrying grenades 
and shells to the troops on the west- 
ern front began about June 1,

Helping the Farmer 


First Loans Made Under Saskatche- 
wan Farm Loans Act 


The’ first loans made under the 
Saskatchewan Farm Loans Act have 
just been gganted. One amounted to 
$3,000 and was made to a farmer liy- 
ing in the vicinity of Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, on a thirty-year basis at 
61-2 per cent, interest, and the year- 
ly payment will be $229.74, «The 
check for this loan and for another 
amounting to $1,700 were the first to 
be mailed. The act came into force 
on May 1 and 1,400 applications for 
loans, totalling $2,400,000, have been 
received since that date:, Of this 
amount about $375,000 has been re- 
commended already, . The «smallest 
loan requested so far is for $300 and 
the largest for $10,000, which has 
been recommended, 

The act provides for the lending of 
money to agriculturists on the secur- 
ity of first mortgage on farm lands, 
and the money must be expended on 
the improvement or development of 
the property, or to meet liabilities 
previously incurred for these purpo- 
ses, orswith thé approval of — the 
board, for the acquisition of land. 
Loans must not exceed fifty per cent., 
of the board’s valuation of the pro- 
perty offered as security, and are 
repayable on annual instalments; The 
rate of interest is fixed by the board, 
which ‘consists of ~a ~ conimissioner 
and two other members ‘with head- 
quarters at Regina, Saskatchewan,

Saving Labor Expense ~ 


Using Mechanical Drivers for Saving 
Labor on the Farm Is 
Good Economy 


One of the after features of the 
European War is bound to be a 
dearth of ordinary labor, This is go- 
ing to reflect itself in all lines of 
business, perhaps particularly in the 
business of farming. It is quite es- 
sential, therefore, that the farmer 
should study out the places in his 
business where manual labor now 
bears the heaviest burden and see 
if by chance this burden cannot be 
reduced, The very apex of the labor 
load in the grain district of the west 
comes at ppreshing time. This is true 
of both hse and field labor. The 
farmer has solved the extra labor for 
the home problem with the cook car 
the larger farms extending the use 
of the cook car throughout the har- 
vest season as well as during thresh- 
ing. 

The field labor problem has not 
been so well solved. The number 
of men required around the modern 
threshing machine has not greatly 
changed. during the past twenty-five 
years, The ultimate solution of di- 
versification and live stock farming 
is still far away. The immediate pro- 
blem is to cut the sharp corners and 
get along with as little labor as we 
can. How about handling the grain 
from the machine to the elevator? 

It ‘is sufficient to say that nine- 
tenths of this work is still done by 
hand and the back-breaking work of 
shovelling is going on just as our 
fathers did it before us. Now there 
is nothing commendable about hard 
work in and of itself. Suppose the 
reader and his hired man are kept 
busy’ hauling grain. ‘At threshing 
Prices that means two teams and two 
men employed at a charge of at least 
$10: por day. © For the average half- 
section farm this means about $30 
per year. Suppose that one of these 
teams and one of the men could be 
rélieved it would not merely save $15 
per year, but if the shovelling. work 
is done by a portable elevator it will 
take off most of the hard manual 
labor, which is a very considerable 
item whether one-is hiring help or 
whether one does it himself. It 
might be worth while for the farmer 
trying to, rid himself of one of the 
hardest phases of farm labor to fig- 
ure out how far this saving in actual 
time and money will go toward pay- 
ing interest charges on a mechanical 
elevator, which both for speed-and 
certainty of action is far ahead of 
the old Armstrong machine.—Farm, 
Stock and Home,

Pounds of Milk a Year 


James Begg, of Southwold, writes 
in the Canadian -Countryman: 

“With regard to profit from ‘cows 
at the present\ price of milk, I figure 
that at $1.80 per hundred a cow, to 
leave a margin of profit, should at 
the very lowest, give 5,000 pounds 
per 10 months’ season; 6,000 pounds 
is a lot better, and. there is no rea- 
son why it ‘cannot be done, 

“The whole keynote of the cow 

qtestion is the scrub bull, whether 
he be pedigreed or not. A few dol- 
lars are nothing; get one whose an- 
cestors have made good and you will 
soon pass the 6,000 pound mark. Set 
your mind on the 10,000 pound cow 
and make ‘Up your mind to learn 
how to'feed. This type of cow wants 
good feed the year round, whether 
she be milking or dry. 
_ “I never botght but one thin cow 
in my experience, It took me six 
months to get any heart in her, and 
the milk was on the wane, The next 
year, however, she was one of my 
best.

Meat Shortage in Britain 


Declining Scale of Prices on Live- 
stock Expected to Relieve 
the Condition 


The extent of England’s - present 
meat shortage is shown in the sum- 
mary@for July. of meat passing 
through Smithfield market, England’s 
great distributing centre, received by 
the United States food administra- 
tion, 

The total July receipts amounted 
to 20,802 tons, as compared with 23,- 
954 tons iti.the' same month of 1918, 
(| 29,597--tons- in, [rly, 1915, and 36,720 
tons in July, 1914, or a decrease of 
Tot per cent, as compared with 


This shows the regular and» mark- 
ed decline that has taken place in the 
meat supply of England. A com- 
parison of the first seven months of 
1917 with the same months in 1914 
shows that the present supply is less 
ne two-thirds of the pre-war nor- 
mal, 

The declining scale of prices © on 
live stock adopted in Great Britain 
is expected to relieve this condition, 
The government's fixed price for 
cattle for September is $17.76 per 
100 pounds, for October $17.28, for 
November and December $16.08, and 
for January $14.40. : 

It was expected that this decreas- 
ing ratio of prices will bring out the 


The shortage of fodder in Holland 
is also expected to put upon the 
market a considerable supply of 
meat from that country, Large 
numbers of the Holand cattle will 
probably be cither exported or 
slaughtered.

Florida 


Col. Manuel Coronado, member of 
the Cuban senate and editor of the 
newspaper La Discusion, has organ- 
ized an aviation unit which will be 
offered to France, with complete 
equipment, in the near future. The 
“Tscadrille Cubaine,” as the flying 
unit will Be called, will\probably be 
the first body of fighting men from 
Cuba to serve on French soil, 

Thirty-three youths, representa- 
tives of the best families of Cuba 
have voluntecred to take the pre- 
scribed aviation course, and individ- 
ually to bear the expense of ‘their 
airplanes and equipment, Senator 
Coronado has returned from New 
York, where he conferred with the 
officials of the Aero Club of Ameri- 
ca, and airplane manufacturers over 
the details of the escadrille’s organ- 
ization. 

Colonel Coronado has asked the 
navy departmentyin Washington for 
an arrangement by which the Cuban 
aviators may undergo their prelimi- 
nary training at the navy aviation 
school at Pensacola, Fla.

Kindness and Gentleness are Essen- 
tial at all Times ¢ 


Every conscientious _ dairynian 
knows from experience how difficult . 
it ig to secure in his hired help men 
who at all times will treat his ani- 
mals with consideration. The dairy 
cow has been called a machinc—and 
ina very true sense she is such. But 
a*cow cannot be treated like a ma- 
Chine. She is a bundle of ‘nerves. 
The disturbance sof hér nervous 
equilibrium upsets her production. 
For this reason harsh treafinent has 
no place in the dairy stable. Kind- 
ness and gentleness are essential’ 
all times, Years ago a certain daca : 
man put up a printed notice in ht 
stable urging his men to practice pa- 
tience with his‘animals. The sign is 
still there preaching its little sermon 
to the men who come and go on this 
particular farm. It reads as follows: 

“The rule to be observed in this 
stable at alk times towards:the cat- 
tle, young and old, is that of patience 
and kindness. A man’s usefulness iff 
a herd ceases at once when he loses 
his temper and- bestows rough us-_ 
age. Men must be patient. Cattle 
are not reasoning beings. Remem- 
ber that this is the Home of Moitlt- 
ers, Treat each cow as a mother 
should be treated. ‘The giving of 
milk is a function of motherhood; 
rough, treatment lessens the flow. 
That*injures me as well as the cow. 
Always keep these ideas in’ mind in 
dealing with my cattle.”—O. C, ih 
Successful Farming. © :

British Columbia Timber 


Almost Unlimited Supply Available 
for Lumber and Pulp 


British Columbia mills have a¢pos- 
sible output of 2,500,000,000 feet per 
annum of lumber, according to 
estimate made/by the WVictoria cg 
onist. Pulp and paper mills wh 
fully in swing ‘will be able to supple- 
ment the products of the east and 
probably indefinitely supply the’ de- 
mand for paper. In the years 1912 
to 1914 not more than five per cent. 
of the foreign lumber export trade on 
the Pacific was handled from British: 
Columbia ports, notwithstanding the 
natural resources of this province, 
which are ggeater than all the States 
to the south! The figures, therefore, 
show that British Columbia, which is 
in.a position to supply the major 
portion of the demand, is as yet only 
a small minority in actual trade,

Wrist is Part of Hand 


Peculiarities of Arms of Civilized 
Peoples are Explained 


In the higher races of mankind the 
upper bone of the arm is twisted in a 
peculiar way, so as to make the 
hand a better tool by binging the 
thumb into a more favorable  posi- 
tion, This is one of the most curious 
of Nature’s anatomical adaptations, 
Furthermore, the muscles of the 
thumb are so arranged as to ‘give to 
‘that member more independent ac- 
tion than is enjoyed by any of the 
other fingers. here is a flexor ana 
an extensor for each joint, which is 
not the case with the other fingers, 
and the thumb muscles are extraor- 
dinarily strong. 

The real wrist, as one might say, 
is the elbow joint. It is all hand, 
practically speaking, from that point 
to the tips of the fingers. When you 
turn your wrist, it is the whole fore- 
arm that makes the twist; and every 
movement of the fingers is controlled 
by the muscles of the forearm. 

The power to turn the wrist to and 
fro at the. elbow joint is possessed 
only by human beings and monkeys, 
and even the higher apes are not able 
to do the trick nearly as well as we 
can. In this movement the great »i- 
ceps muscle in the upper arm is im- 
portantly concerned, its powerful ac- 
tion in turning the forearm outward 
beifg accountable for the fact that 
we are able to put so much more 
strength into a twist in that direc- 
tion than the opposite way. Many of 
our most Yamiliar tools, indeed, such 
as the screw-driver, are made with 
reference to the anatomical peculiar- 
ity in question. It is for this reason, 
and no other, that all screws turn to 
the right.

Butter Production in West 


Western Canada’s Dairying Industry 
Steadily Growing 


According to a preliminary. sum- 
mary recently issued by the census 
and statistics office, the total produc- 
tion of creamery butter in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba in 1916 
was 19,324,963 pounds, as compared 
with 17,194,129) pounds in 1915 rep- 
resenting a total value of $5,995,537, 
as against $5,769,951, 

Alberta was the leading producer, 

with 8,521,784 pounds, compared with 
7,544,148 pounds the previous year. 
Manitoba came next with a produc- 
tion of 6,574,510 pounds, which was 
au.increase of 334,843 pounds (over 
the output of 1915, Saskatchewan 
prodticed 4,310,669 pounds of cream- 
ery butter in 1916, as against 3,811,- 
014 pounds in 1915, 
_ A good pearing has been made 
in the production of cheese in West- 
ern Canada, 880,728 pounds having 
been produced by Manitoba -factories 
last year, an increase of 154,003 
pounds over 1915, Alberta is rapidly 
coming to the front as a cheese pro- 
ducer, its creamerics and ~ cheese 
factories having increased their out- 
put of this product from 381,632 
pounds in 1915 to 745,122 pounds ia 
1916, an increase of almost one hun- 
dred per cent. in one year, 

The total value of the dairy pro- 

ducts of the three prairie provinces 
in 1916 amounted’ to 6,308,921, as 
compared with $4,947,500 in 1915, the 
relative value of the output of bunt- 
ter and cheese of the three provirices 
being as follows: Alberta, butter $2,- 
619,248; cheese $154,453; Manitoba, 
butter $2,038,109; cheese $158,931; 
Saskatchewan, butter $1,338,180. 
_ The dairying industy in Western 
Canada is still in its infancy and as 
the country affords great opportuni- 
ties for its development, considerable 
expansion in the output and value of 
butter and cheese may be looked for- 
ward to. 
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Took Years in France

beginning of their revolution to pro-

English Homes Overcrowded 


Four Million "Persons on the Islaud 
Living Under Unsanitary 
.. Conditions 


Mr, Douglas Eyre of . Oxford’ 
House, Bethnal Green, says four mil 
lion of our fellow creatures in this 
country were living in overcrowded 
conditions, In London three —thou- 
sand people were living eight ina 
room, and twenty-six thousand,;—six 
to a room, Of London’s population 
20 per cent, at least lived under la- 
mentable conditions. The ‘country 
needed half a million new houses to 
replace those that were insanitary, 
three hundred thousand to overtake |: 
the deficiency in building of the last 
seven ycars and seven hundred thon- 
sand to provide for the increase in 
population. This was equivalent to 
the erection, of 11-2 million tene 
ments, or 71-2 million ‘new rooms. 

In Bethnal Green forty thousand 
cut of the population of 130,000 were 
living under insanitary and ‘over- 
crowded conditions, The borough 
possessed five condemned areas of 
which Brady street—the most notori-_ 
ous ared—had a population of 470 to 
the acre... These conditions were 
known twenty-seven ycars ago, but 
the attitude of the government de 
partments was shown by their — re- 
quiring.

He froduced the money that bought 
tot only your auto but that modern 
home of yours, and he pays for your 
good clothes and all your outings. 
No wonder as he goes down. the 
street you step aside to allow the 
rustic to pass. Now don’t say this 
lis a kick at the laboring man. It is 
not! Excepting the garden truck 
that grows in the back yards, no city 
‘ever originated a dollar’s worth of 
wealth, This applies to the banker 
and ‘the baker as well as the preach- 
‘ers and, the piano player.

Increased Butter Production 


Manitcba Producing More Creamery 
Butter Every Year 


A gratifying increase in the  pro- 
duction of creamery butter in Mani- 
toba is being made this year, Up to 
October 6 a total of 80 carloads of 
creamery butter had been exported 


-{from the province, and the end of 


the year will sce almost one lun- 
dred carloads sent ‘out, This com- 
pares with a total of 68 carloads for 
the full twelve months last year. At 
present this butter is selling at 42 
cénts a pound at the point of . pro- 
duction. 

Some districts of the province are 
showing a remarkable increase in 
production. For instance, five 
creameri¢es have run all season be- 
tween Lakes Manitoba and Lake 
Winnipeg; where prior to this year 
there was only one creamery. Each 
of these five factories has done a 
nice season’s business, and betweert 
them will sell close to half a ‘million 
pounds of high grade and high pric- 
ed butter. This means the bringing 
into that part of the country uwup- 
wards of $200,000, and now that | so 
many of the farmers there have the 
nucleus of a dairy herd, they may be 
depended upon to increase the size 
of these herds right along, 

In two or three of the older dairy 
districts this has already been done 
to such an extent that individual ru- 
tal creameries will make about half 
a million :ounds of butter each this 
year, When the industry reaches 
this stage, the costs of cream gather- 
ing and manufacturing are reduced 
almost to .a minimum,
